the Baltic Sea and its approaches; he 
discusses the historical interests, 
both political and economic, of the 
littoral states, and the legal status and 
uses of the Baltic Straits over time. 
The Baltic region has an important 
role in the global struggle between 
the western alliance and the Soviet 
bloc, and this is highlighted in the 
author's examination of the various 
legal views of the straits, especially as 
they pertain to the emerging Law of 
the Sea Treaty. 


its surroundings. The author, who is a 
member of the Israeli delegation to 
the United Nations and legal advisor 
to the Ministry of Foreign Affairs, 
goes on to analyze the legal regime of 
the Red Sea and the Gulf. The Suez 
Canal is discussed, with special 
reference to the Canal’s military and 
commercial importance. 


Impact of Marine Pollution on Society, 
Virginia Tippie and Dana Kester, eds. 
1982. J. F. Bergin Publishers, Inc. South 
Hadley, Mass. 304 pp. $29.95. 


This is a compilation of papers and 
discussions from a conference of the 
same name, held at the University of 
Rhode Island’s Center for Ocean 
Management Studies. There are five 
units, following the format of the 
conference program. They are: Status 
of Marine Pollution, outlining the 
political and social framework for 


controlling pollution, the 
development of our understanding of 
human impact on the marine 
environment, and international efforts 
to deal with marine pollution; three 
very different case studies; and Future 
Prospects and Strategies, in which the 
authors encourage linking public 
interest with scientific knowledge, to 
try to develop a working definition of 
pollution.
